Supporters of the change Monday 
pointed out that in the election held 
July 14, 75 per cent of the votes 
cast on the proposed change of the 
seat were favorable, and that 90 per 
cent of those living outside St. Marys 
voted for removal. 

St. Marys Appeals. 

Citizens of St. Marys, contesting 
the election on twelve points, ap- 
pealed to Secretary of State McLen- 
don, who decided in their favor. 

The controversy was then brought 
to the attention of the legislature by 
supporters of the change, headed by 
Dr. A. K. Swift, of Woodbjne. After 
being referred to the house commit- 
tee, the resolution asking that the 
election be confirmed, was unani- 
mously passed and was submitted to 


the house, which passed the resolu- 
tion by a vote of 166 to 4. 
Woodbine Natural Site. 

“A circle with a 12-mile radius 
drawn around the sites in contest 
for the county seat, shows that only 
«VU per cent of the population of 
the county would be included in the 
St. Marys circle, while 80 per cent 
of the population would be included in 
a similar circle drawn around Wood- 
bine,” said Dr. Swift. 

_ “The county,” he said, “is divided 
into equal parts by the Satilla river, 
and all travel from one side of the 
river to the other passes over the 
bridge located at Woodbine. The pro- 
posed new site is located on the S. A. 
L. trunk Ene railroad, the Dixie 
highway and the navigable water of 
the county passes through Woodbine. 

“It is estimated that the change 
would shorten the average distance 
traveled by persons attending court 
by 25 miles each.

Gross loads of eight tons 
and over must not travel at a greater speed 
than 3 miles per hour with metal tires, 
ten miles with solid rubber tires‘or 15 miles 
with pneumatic tires.

The ordinance requires all commercial 
vehicles weighing over 6,000 pounds to have 
attached a plate visible 20 feet away show- 
ing the weight of the vehicle and carrying 
capnrcity.

DEFEATED IN SENATE 


By a vote of 34 to 9, the senate 
Monday defeated a bill py Senator 
Stephen Dace, of the thirteenth dis- 
trict, which provided that the general 
appropriations will be amended so 
as to eliminate the previso which al- 
lows common schools of the state one- 
half of all revenue over $8,500,000. 

Senator Pace’s bill was introduced 
after the upper house began consid- 
eration of the general appropriations 
measure, wich is expected to be 
adopted early this week. The senator 
from the thirteenth took the position 
that “a definite sum should be ap- 
propriated for common schools with- 
out any provisos on anticipated rev- 
enues in excess of the $8,500,000.” 

“A definite appropriation of $4.- 
900,000 should be made to the 
schools,” said Senator [TPace. “To 
pledge the schools one-half of 


all 
revenues in excess of $8,500,000 which 
the state is not certain to receive 
in my opinion i crude business. 

“Why not make a similar proviso 
for the confederate veterans whose 
pensions are long over-due and un- 
paid? If we allow this. proviso to 
stay in the general appropriations 
bill, the confederate pensioners will 
be in their rights to demand a simi- 
lar proviso for themselves. 

“We are not behind with the ap- 
propriations.to common schools, but 
we owe the pensioners back money 
which it now seems they never will 
get. If I were governor .[ would 
keep this general assembly in extra 
session until every veteran had been 
paid every dollar due him.” 

An amendment to the general ap- 
propriations bill was adopted,  pro- 
viding that $20,000 be deducted from 
the schools item and set aside for 
the maintenance of twenty teachers 
institutes over the state next sum- 
mer.

CUBA MERCHANTS

The Atlanta chamber of commerct 
has been successful in its effort to 
secure special railroad rates for busi- 
ness men of Cuba‘coming to Atlanta 
for their fall buying. Monday morning 
Secretary Barker received noitce from

trip rate of $50.07 from Havana to 
Atlanta had been granted by the 
raliroads, tickets to besold at this 
rate August 22, 24 and 25, with a 
thirty-day limit.

Lngstreet and’ Walker 
Are Urged for Central 
Group on Big Memorial 


A resolution by Senators Loftin, 
Duke and Garrison, calling upon offi- 
cials of the Stone Mountain Memo- 
rial association to include in the 
memorial replicas of General James 
Longstreet and General William H. 
Walker, both: Georgia officers of the 
Confederacy, was referred by the sen- 
ate Monday to the committee on pen- 
sions for consideration. The resolu- 
tion also was introduced in the house. 

A text of the resolution follows: 

Whereas, General James Longstreet who 
lived, died and is buried in Georgia, was 
Lee's ranking lieutenant general from the 
formation of the army of northern Virginia 
until the surrender at Appomattox, winning, 
with his valiant corps, immortal renown 
in the battles of Bull Run, Williamsburg, 
Seven Pines, the Second Manassas and 
Chickamauga, the only Confederate victory 
in the west, and rendering brilliant service 
in the great campaigns of the war between 
the states, that ranks him with the fa- 
mous commanders of all lands: and, whereas, 
General William H. T. Walker gave his 
life defending Georgia’s soil, dying to pro-{ 
tect the city which later became Georgia’s 
state capital and chief metropolis; and 
whereas, he was the only commanding of- 
ficer to die within the very shadow of Stone 
mountain; 

Therefore, be {t resolved by the senate, 
the house of representatives concurring, that 
the officials of the Stone Mountain Memor- 
ial association be and are hereby requested 
to give General Longstreet and General 
Walker position with Lee and Davis in the 
central group in the Confederate Memorial 
on Stone mountain, to which Longstreet is 
entitled as ranking lieutenant general of 
the Confederate states army. and Walker, 
as division commander who fell in the san- 
guinary battle of July 22, 1864.

“If the railroads continue to work 
out their problems without any radi- 
cal changes in the basic laws under 
which they are operating, the short- 
lines hope to see their financial po- 
sition improve until they. can get out 
of the convalescent class. 

Danger Still Prevalent. 

“Most of them are still pretty close 
to the danger point. Within the 
past month the Savannah and South- 
ern, 33 miles long, has been sold for 
junking, and the Gainesville Midland 
has applied for permission to abon- 
don about 40 miles of its line. If 
radical changes are made in the trans- 
portation act, in the direction of an 
arbitrary reduction of rates through 
congressional action, or if railroad in- 
vestment is partially confiscated 
‘through an unreasonably low valu- 
ation being put upon it, very few of 
the short-lines will be able to stand 
the strain. It may just cripple the 
big fellows, but it will finish most 
of the little ones, 

“Naturally the short-lines are in- 
terested in what may be done at the 
next congress for that reason. In the 
meanwhile, their business is improving 
and they are more hopeful of the 
future than they have been since the 
end of federal control.’’

The opening of the various tobac- 
co markets in south Georgia under 
such fovcrable auspices, and with 
such satisfactory prices for the nec- 
essarily inferior opening grades, is 
most heartening to that great belt: 
that is profiting by tobacco cultiva- 
tion. nl 
More than $16,000 was dis- 
tributed in five hours to tobacco 
farmers on the breaks at Tifton on 
the opening day, and an amount 
relatively the same was paid out at 
the Hahira market in Lowndes coun- 
ty. At the Nashville market record 
prices were paid, an average of 
37%4 cents a pound being main- 
tained, the grades being, as a rule, 
superior to those usually available 
at the season’s beginning. ‘ 
It is encouraging that the de- 
mand is strong, the prices qgiling 
firm and satisfactory, and that the 
growers in the belt have success- 
fully harvested good general crops.

President Harding’s death is a' 
warning that ought to be heeded in| 
the future not only by other in-! 
cumbents of the white house, but 
by the politicians who have fallen 
into the habit of bundling their chief 
executives off into continental cam- 
paign tours during the years pre- 
ceding general elections. 
Mr. Harding’s Alaskan tour was 
not a “rest”? from the exacting du- 
ties of the presidency» Indeed it 
was the'very-antithesis of this. It 
was an unbearable strain upon his 
physical and mental resources, in- 
creased in the specific case by the 
late president’s proverbial good na- 
ture, which prevented him from say- 
ing “‘no,”’ when a firm negation was 
perhaps most essential to his health. 
He disfiked to disappoint; he loved 
to please; and thus the overstrain 
that made the vital snap inevitable. 
Touring the country is a custom 
developed by presidents in the last 
few years. It wrought irreparable 
injury to the health of Woodrow 
Wilson. It resulted in the death of 
Warren Harding. 
The health of the presicent of 
the United States is the vital con- 
cern of the country as well as his 
personal concern. The custom 
ought to have its rigid limitations, 
As it was in Mr. Harding’s case, 
and in Mr. Wilson’s before him, the 
tour takes on the aspects of a great 
official entourage with several cabi- 
net members, and as many more 
key politicians; a train load of sec- 
retaries and clerks; another train 
load of newspaper artists and cor-| 
respondents; a bunch of political; 
propagandists; and then a veritable. 
retinue of doctors, secret service 
men, nurses, and so On—and serv- 
ants for everybody. | 
The very act of heading such an 
aggregation of political campaigners, 
under the watchful eyes of detec- 
tives to prevent possible assassina- 
tion, and feeling keenly the respon- 
Sibility of the occasion as it relates. 
to each individual’s contentment— 
must necessarily be a most trying 
ordeal. Indeed such conditions 
alone are sufficient to tear down 
the most robust constitution.

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If this general assembly, now in 
session, does not submit a constitu- 
tional amendment revising the state 
tax system before it adjourns next 
Wednesday, there will be no further 
legislative action until the next regu- 
lar mid-summer session in 1924. 

That is to say, there will be no 
extra session for that purpose, de- 
spite the threat ofthe governor to 
call one. | 

And the very good reason is, an 
extra session cannot be legally held 
at any date between the adjourning 


the 1924 session for the specific pur- 
pose of submitting a constitutional 
amendment to the people to be voted 
upon in November, 1924. 

And why not? -: 

The constitution of Georgia specif- 
ically provides that extra sessions 
can only be called to meet an “extra- 
ordinary” legislative demand; and the 


an extra session called for some date 
prior to the next regular session, for 
the purpose of submitting a consti- 
tutional amendment to be voted on 
two and one-half months after the 
adjournment of the next regular ses- 
sion as “extraordinary.” , 

Of course you see the point 
law— 

Any extra session of the assembly 
called at any intervening date be- 
tween this year’s regular session and 
next year’s regular session, to offer 
a constitutional amendment which 
cannot, by constitutional law, be vot- 
ed upon by the people until several 
weeks after next year’s regular ses- 
sion, could not stand upon any “ex- 
traordinary” footing, because the very 
fact that a 50-day regular session 
will, by constitutional law, have been 
concluded before the first approach- 
ing general election precludes the 
“extraordinary demand” which makes 
an extra session legally possible. 

Is that clear? 

If not let the governor inquire of 
Attorney-General Napier if he will 
have legal authority to call an extra 
session prior to the 4th Wednesday 
in June, 1924, to submit a constitu- 
tional amendment to be voted upon 
in November, 1924, and he will prob- 
ably @ind out very quickly that this 
extra session talk is for the con- 
sumption of newspaper readers only. 
That is, if anybody wants to make 


a test of it before the supreme court.

Dr. Lucien Knig ight Urges ‘ 


Longstreet and Walker 
For the Great Memorial 


Editor Constitution: 

Some time ago, a competent commit- 
tee,—whose judgment I do not quéstion, 
for a moment—selected five distinguished 
soldiers to represent Georgia in the state's 
military group, to be carved on Stone 
Mountain. The five selected were as fol- 
lows: Lieutenant-General John B. Gordon, 
Major-General-Ambrose R. Wright, Major- 
General P. M. B. Young, Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Henry LL. Bening, and Brigadier- 
General Thomas R. R. Cobb. Not a single 
name on this list but is worthy of the honor. 
I would not strike one of them from the 
roll, 

But is not Georgia by reason of her 
prominence among the former Confederate 
States of America entitled to have two 
additional figures placed on Sfene moun- 
tain? She furnished to the Confederacy 
its vice-president. Chickamauga, Kennesaw 
and Atlanta were all fought on our soil, 
while, throcgh the very heart of Georgia, 
was b'azed the march of General Sherman 
to the sea. 

It is little enough, therefore, to ask that 
two other figures be carved on Stone moun- 
tain. If they are not found there, military 
critics will wonder why. These Georgians 
are Lieutenant-General James Longstreet 
and Major-General William H..T. Walker. 

The former was Lee's ‘“‘Old War Horse.”’ 
Commanding the immortal! first corps of the 
army of northern Virginia, he outranked 
Stonewall Jackson. The honors~of Chica- 
mauga belong to General Longstreet. So 
do those of Second Mangssas. On the 
eve of Appomattox, he was summoned by 
his great chieftain to the last council of 
war, on the banks of the Rappahannock. 
He was one of the colossal figures of the 
great conflict, and one of the small group 
of commanders who were closest to the 
great Lee. 

Longstreet’s very name was a synonym of 
terror to the enemy—a tower of strength 
on the side of the south. 

General Walker was likewise a grim 
fighter. He was a West Point officer 
who won his laurels on “the fields of 
Mexico and in the swamps of Florida. 
Moreover, he was a native Georgian, who 
died defending Georgia’s soll. He fell in 
the bloody battle of the twenty-second of 
July, 1864, protecting the city which has 
since become Georgia’s state capital and 
chief metropolis. He fell almost within 
the shadow of Stone mountain, and is the 
only Georgia general for whom this dis- 
tinction can be claimed, 

It is true that General Longstreet was 
born in South Carolina. It is also true 
that, on entering West Point, he was cred- 
ited to Alabama. But his earliest recoliec- 
tions, to quote his own language, were of 
the Georgia side of the Savannah river. He 
grew to manhood in Georgia. For fofty 


years before his death, he was a resident. 


of Gainesville; and there, for nineteen 
years, he has slept. Hie unele, Judge 
A. B. Longstreet, wrote the famous ‘‘Geor- 
gia Scenes.’’ His grandfather, William 
Longstreet, made the first experiments in 
steam navigation on the Savannah river. 
This was in 1787,—twenty years in advance 
of Fulton. If General Longstreet was not 
a Georgian, the term requires a new 
definition. 

It is true that General Longstreet acqui- 
esced in the measures of reconstruction and 
accepted an appointment from General 
Grant. But these mistakes—if we choose 
to call them such—need not and can not 
obscure his name as one of the greatest of 
American soldiers. 

Two of the foremost Union officers, in 
the war between the states, were General 
Hancock and General McClellan. Both be- 
came standard bearers of the national de- 
mocracy—the former in 15886, the latter in 
1864. But this fact did not deter: republi- 
can states, in after years, from erecting to 
them superb monuments. The only differ. 
ence is that, in the case of General Long- 
street, the shoe is on the othér foot. 

It may be true that General Longstreet 
was slow in the first day's fighting at 
Gettysburg. Critics have even charged him 
with ingubordination; but the charge was 
never made by General Ire, nor was it 
made until he slept at Lexington. Had 
Longstreet been insubordinate, in the first 
day's fighting, Lee would not, on the third 
day, have put him in command of half’ the

WHY NOT TRY BRAN MASH? 
The eating of wheat bran has be- 
come a common practice among peo- 
| ple who desire to keep well; in many 
instances this practice has proved 
particularly beneficial in improving 
or regulating intestinal function and 
freeing the individual from the pill 
habit. 
There is no ground for the gratui- 
tous suggestion that bran used sen- 
arately .ever clogs the colon; its ef- 
fect is the very opposite. 
There is no ground for the gratut- 
tous suggestion that bran used sep- 
arately irritates or injures the lining 
of the stomach and intestines; on 
the contrary these organs are com- 
monly bhenerited by the use of bran. 
Hindhede, the great Danish author- 
ity on nutrition, declares that wheat 
bran is one of our most valuable ar- 
ticles of nourishment, and that the 
experimental studies carried on by 
himself and co-workers, with men as 
the subjects, have proved that man, 
as well as the domestic animals, can 
digest bran; the correctness of this 
observation has been confirmed by 
other competent nutrition experts. 
The notion or theory which has ob- 
tained in this country that bran has 
no nutritive value and is indigestible 
for man, has no such scientific basis 
as the teaching of such men as Hind- 
hede, and Johansson, of Stockholm, 
and Wiegner, of Zurich, who agree 
that wheat bran is not only digestible 
but reasonably nutritious for man. 
Another important. point which 
Hindhede emphasizes is that the bran 
contains the vitamines (the fat solu- 
ble one which prevents rickets, and 
the water soluble one which prevents 
polyneuritis in fowi and beri beri in 
man,) . 
Every household should keep a sup- 
ply of wheat bran on hand and use 
it in, various ‘ways regularly. The 
bran as it comes from the mill is 
perfectly fit for the kitchen; no par- 
ticular preparation is required,  ex- 
cept cooking. ‘The raw bran is per-

Now that eggs are cheap and plenti- 
ful—at least comparatively speaking 
—itisa good plan tv inelude custard 
desserts in your bill of fare, for ecus- 
tard is extremely wholesome and not 
hard to make. Here is a good rule 
for plain boiled custard: For each 
quart of milk use three or four eges 
and from one to two tablespoons of 
cornstarch. That is, with three eggs 
use two tablespoons 
and with four eggs use one, or ona 
and a half. Heat the milk in a doue 
ble boiler and add half a cup of sugar, 
mixed with the corn-starch. Stir this 
in and then pour it over the egzs 
with an erg heater, 
yolks together. Return 
to the donble boiler and cook careful- 
Ir, atirring constantly until it is 
smooth and thick. 

If you have a small family if is a 
good plan to make a batch of cuse 
tard to use two days. If kept in the 
refrigerator it is as good the second 
day ag the first. Many delicious des- 
serts can be pfit together quite easily 
if you have a good enstard on hand, 
Heére are some suggestions: 

Put a layer of minced canned pine< 
apple in sherbet glasses and over this 
pour cold boiled custard. Then lar 
n whole section of the canned pineap- 
ple and on top of this a meringue 
made by adding powdered sugar and a 
little finely minced pineapple to stifflr 
beaten egg white. 

Put a layer of crushed and sweeten. 
ed fresh fruit—bananas, strawberrins 
or peaches are delicious—into a bak- 
ing dish and cover with crumbled 
macaroons. Over this pour a boiled 
custard and cover with a meringue 
and set in the oven until the merin- 
gue is browned. When making a des- 
sert that calle for a meringue andl 
make the custard only of tha 
yolks of the eggs, saving the whites 
for the meringue. 

A delicious dessert is made by pute 
ting sliced sweetened oranges jin a 
beking dish, pouring over this a hoil- 
ed custard and laying on top a merin- 
gue and letting this brown in the 
oven. 

If you have some lady fingers split 
them and spread jelly or jam ani? 
lay them in a baking dish. Pour over 
them some custard, top it with merin- 
gue and brown in the oven. Another 
good dessert is made by filling a bak- 
ing dish with alternate layers of 
sliced bananas and split lady fingers. 
Over this pour custard and either put 
mermgue and let it eh aoe 
or simply pile with whinned cream.

TREATIES SIGNED 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


Lausanne, August 6.—With the rat- 
ification of two treaties signed today, 
the relatioms between the United 
States and Turkey enter upon a new 
era. Joseph C. Grew, the American 
representative, in a brief dispatch 
after the signature, declared that. the 
convention permit of “elose and 
useful eo-operation between the two 
countries,” 

Ismet Pasha laid emphasis on the 
ties of democracy binding the United 
States and Turkey. He depicted Tur- 
key as a “new Turkey” and a land 
whose government was based on the 
will of thé people hence his pleasure 
on entering on friendly and co-oper- 
ative relations with the great Ameri- 
can republic. 

The two treaties, one general and 
the other relating to extraditions, 
printed in F rench, were signed by Mr. 
Grew, Ismet Pasha, Riza Nur Bey 
and Hassan Bey. The two delega- 
tions sat around a table in the draw- 
ing room of the Ouchy hotel and 
solemnly affixed their signatures in 
the presence of a small group ef 
Americans and others. 


In the general convention the con- 
tracting parties agreed to terminate 
all treaties existing’ between them 
and capitulations are completely ab- 
rogated. Each party agrees to re- 
ceive independent and consular rep- 
resentatives who will be accorded 
most favored nation treatment.  Citi- 
zens of the United States will be en- 
titled to travel and reside in Turkey 
on conditions that they comply with 
the lawg of the country, and to engage 
in. professional, commercial and in- 
dustrial activities, permitted by law 
to foreigners, and will be assured of 
the most complete protection of per- 
son and property in accordance with 
the standards of international law. 
American Rights. 

By way of special exemption, it is 
rovided as in the treaty with Euro- 
pean states, that Americans with re- 
gard to matters of personal status 
shall be subject only to American 
courts. American companies also

Mobile, Ala., August 6.—General 
George W. Goethals and General W. 
L. Sibert, internationally known as 
engineers and builders, probaQly will 


be invited-to locate in Alabama and 
take eharge of the development of 
the state’s seaport and the/ construc- 
tion of the system of state and 
federal roads. 

It became known today that the 
state harbor cemmission is consid- 
during thé starting of negotiations 
with General Goethals for the task of 
development of the seaport when the 
enabling act providing for the issu- 
ance of state bonds has been approved 
by the legislature. 

It also became known that Gover- 
nor Branden probably will offer the 
appointment as chairman of the new 
state highway commission, when cre- 
ated, to General Sibert. 

General Goethals gained fame 
throughout the world through the 
construction of the Panama canal. 

Shortly after the people ratified the 
constiuttional amendment which gave 
the state the authority to develop 
the seaport, General Goethals’ name 
had been mentioned in connection 
with the deveopment. The state har- 
bor commisson announced that an 
engineer would be employed who had 
made a reputation as a constructor. 

It is an open secret that Governor 
Brandon is giving consideration to the 
appointment of General Sibert as 
chairman of the state highway com- 
mission, a position«which will carry 
a salary of $6,000 a year. General 
Sibert is an Alabama man. He ‘was 
retired from the army shortly after 
the close of the world war and has 
spent a portion of his time in Ala- 
bama since his retirement. 

Governor Brandon's idea is to ap- 
point as chairman of the highway 
commission an experienced business 
man and builder. He also intends to 
name as the two associate members 
persons who have had experience in 
the line of work necded in road con- 
struction, while the other will be in 
charge of general supervision over 
the work of the highway department.

“A recurrence of the situation of 
last winter will clearly indicate that 
the people of Massachusetts, in de- 
pending upon anthracite as their chief 
domestic fuel, have mistakenly en- 
trusted to you the duty of providing 
an uninterru,.ted supply. 

“Fuel is a necessity of life. An- 
thracite is not. If you choose to 
betray the trust reposed in you by 
the people of Massachusetts to supply 
them with fuel with due regularity 
and at fair and reasonable prices, 
this committee believes these consum- 
ers should consider whether they 
will net be far better off -by perma- 
nently dispensing with the use of 
anthracite, so that the present winter 
will mark the end of your power to 
eut off their fuel supply at will.” 

The committee's letter said that 
“the patience of the anthracite con- 
suming public is strained to the break- 
ing point. It will brook no further 
stoppage in its fuel supply.” 

Announcing its intention to push 
vigorously a boycott should a strike 
take place, the committee said: 

“The tempers of the descendants 
and successors of those who partici- 
pated in the Boston tea party and

HIGHER AVERAGE 
IN WHEAT PRICES 


Chicago, August 6.—Despite a 
huge increase of the domestic visible 
supply total, wheat.averaged a little 
higher in pricé today. Absence of any 


aggressive selling was a feature. The 
close was unsettled at a rapge vary- 
ing from 1-4 cent net decline to 
1-$ cent advance, with September 
96 3-4@96 7-8 esnts and December 
1.00 1-8@1.00 1-4. Corn finished 
1-4 cent to 5-8 cent down, oats 1-2 
cent off to 1-8 cent up, and provisions 
at 10 cents to 17 cents gain. . 

Although the increase of the United 
States’ visible supply of wheat 
amounted to 7,844,000 bushels for the 
week, including nearly 5,000,000 bush- 
els at Chicago, little, if any depressing 
influence on the market resulted, the 
enlargement having been foreseen and 
with other bearish factors been appar- 
ently discounted by previous setbacks 
in price. Dearth of important selling 
was in some quurters ascribed partly 
to statements that wheat supplies east 
of the Rockies are virtually on a 
domestic basis. Announcement of a 
system for obtaining government loans 
on farm-stored grain was also looked 
upon as & bullish factor, and so, too, 
was unfavorable in the Canadian 
northwest, 

Gossip about Europeans selling 
back wheat bought in the United 
Sitates for deferred «shipment had 
more or less to do with easing the 
wheat market in the late dealings. 
Bears, however, were handicapped by 
price upturns in the New York stock 
marfket and in cotton. Besides, indi- 
cations continued that wheat farmers 
in the southwest were holding out 
for better offers and that pool opera- 
tions on the part of the growers 
in Canada might also prove effective 
to ar equal-er greater extent. 

Corn declined in price as a result 
of rains which seemed to assure a 
good crop of corn this year unless se- 
rious damage by frost occurs. Oats, 
although firm at first, were after- 
wards easier with corn. 

Provisions reflected an advance in 
hog yalues.
